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New, Higher Postal Rates Start Jan. 7; Area Postmasters Announce Rules 


Increased rates for all class- 
es of mall except parcel post 
and International mall will go 
Into effect Jan. 7, Postmasters 
R. J. O'Neil of Belleville, 
George Austin of Romulus, and 
Harry Shlminsky of New Boston 
reminded postal customers this 
week. 

■•Even with the new rates of 
six cents for first-class mall 
and 10 cents for air mall, postal 
service Is still a real bargain/ ' 
the local postmasters de- 
clared. 


"For six cents you can send 
a letter to any of the 50 States, 
to any United States territory or 
possession, to Canada or 
Mexico, or to an American ser- 
viceman stationed anywhere In 
the world," 

The Postmasters pointed out 
that the new rate for postcards 
will be five cents and for air 
mail post cards eight cents. 

• • # 

THEY SAID the added cent in 
the letter rate Is a 20 per cent 
Increase compared to a 24 per 


cent boost In the rates for mail- 
ing newspapers and magazines 
and a 34 per cent hike for ad- 
vertising circulars, "oc- 
cupant" mall, and other ma- 
terial in the third-class cate- 
gory. 

The new rate of six cents 
per ounce for first-class mail 
applies up to 13 ounces and the 
new rate of 10 cents per ounce 
for airmail applies up to 7 
ounces. Under the new rate 
structure all first-class mail 
over 13 ounces and all air mail 


over 7 ounces will be merged 
into a single category. 

These heavier pieces of first- 
class and air mail subject to the 
single rate schedule will be de- 
livered by the fastest available 
means of transportation. 

* ♦ * 

A FLAT rate of 80 cents 
will be charged for all mall 
In this category up toone pound. 
For all mall weighing more 
than one pound, the present air 
parcel post rates will continue 
to apply, except that the postage 


on matter weighing between one 
and five pounds will change at 
half-pound Intervals rather than 
one pound intervals. 

The Postmasters said that 
the new rate structure will mean 
a reduction of postage on some 
parcels. 

Another rate change that will 
affect the general public is the 
increase from four to six cents 
for the first two ounces of In- 
dividual pieces of third-class 
mail. Unsealed greeting cards 


may be sent at this rate, the ounces were transferred from 
Postmasters said. fourth to third-class mail. 


THEY EMPHASIZED that the 
new rate on unsealed greeting 
cards will not go Into effect 
until January 7, 1968, and until 
then they can be mailed at old 
rate of four cents. 

The Postmasters also noted 
that effective Jan. 7, special 
handling will be available on 
third-class pa rc e 1 s weighing 
between eight and sixteen 


THERE WILL be no changes 
in the charges for special de- 
livery, special handling, regis- 
tered mallj certified mall, cash 
on delivery or insurance, the 
Postmasters said, 

"We have an ample supply 
of one-cent stamps on hand, 
the Postmasters said, "for 
those people who have flve-cent 


stamps and need one-cent 
stamps to make up the postage 
required under the new rates.” 

Higher rates also will go Into 
effect Jan. 7, for all categories 
of second-class mall, bulk-rate 
third-class mall, controlled 
circulation mall, and the edu- 
cational materials category 
of fourth-class mall. 

Mailers using these classes 
who need Information on the new 
rates should contact their local 
Post Offices, the Postmasters 
said.

Township Police Department is 
under orders not to publish 
traffic ticket convictions. 

The “censoring action” was 
approved by the Romulus Town- 
ship Board at its meeting held 
Dec. 19. 

The action came as a sur- 
prise to Police Chief Jacob 
J. Koch and other officials In 
the township. 

Romulus Township’s justice 
of the Peace Felix Rogaile de- 
nied knowledge of the Board's 
action saying that he didn’t 
know of It and was Christmas 
Shopping during the time the 
Board was In session. 

Trustee EUis T. Pennington 
made the motion to “not pub- 
lish traffic tickets convictions.” 

He was supported by Trustee 
Jimmie Raspberry. 

A roll call vote on the mo- 
tion disclosed that besides Pen- 
nington and Rasoberry voting 
approval, Joseph Wallis, treas- 
urer; Norbert Wegienka, also 
voted approval. 

Edmund Blzek, supervisor, 
Alfred J. Perry, Township 
clerk, and Trustee James 
Stewart voted against the 
motion. 

In explaining his vote, Blzek 
said: “I voted against censor- 
ing the police department be- 
cause I feel that the taxpayers 
are entitled to know what the 
police department and Its en- 
forcement officers are doing 
for the protection and welfare 
of the community. Lack of pub- 


licity on law enforcement In 
Romulus Township would create 
the impression of a wide-open 
town.” 

Blzek reported that the Board 
was told by Pennington and 
Raspberry that they had re- 
ceived complaints from some 
people who objected to their 
names In the paper.

BELLEVILLE — The year 
of 1967 brought "tremendous 
strides" In Van Buren Town- 
ship's building activities and 
expansion. 

And forecasts are that the 
new year will show greater im- 
provements In ail types of town- 
ship building, Louis A, Toth, 
township supervisor, an- 
nounced. 

In an annual report of building 
activities up to Dec. 21, of last 
year, the township’s building 
department Issued 300 building 
and other than building permits 
with total construction costs of 
$3,178,456. 

Fees collected on the permits 
amounted to $8,264. “»3, Stanley 
Price, chief bulldin , Inspector 
reported. This vas nearly 
double of the ye .r of 1966 
when a total of 211 permits 
were Issued for construction 
costs of $1,665,814 and fees of 
$3,625, collected. 


In 1967 there were 76 new one 
family dwellings built; 77 resi- 
dential additions and alterations 
completed. Also 40 garages and 
carports erected. 

Among other new 1967 con- 
struction were 22 barns and 
sheds, one boat house, three 
greenhouses, three dogken- 
nels, seven swimming pools, a 
gasoline station, two factory 
warehouses, two factory ad- 
ditions, a car wash, two apart- 
ment buildings, two factory 
foundations and two commercial 
additions. 

A total of $1,596,534 In new 
residential homes and another 
$293,638, In residential ad- 
ditions and alterations were 
completed In 1967. This Is 
against a total of $927,079 and 
$171,532 in 1966 respectively. 

Total permits for other than 
building in 1967, were 62 as 
against 12 In 1966.

sanitary sewer Interceptor 
having a gross cost of $1,500, 000, 

The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission referred the resolu- 
tions to the Sewage Disposal and 
Water Supply Committee of the 
county which considered not only 
the sanitary interceptor but also 
the Huron Township's additional 
pleas for aid In financing of a 
$3,300,000 bond Issue for lateral 
sanitary sewers as ordered by 
Michigan Water Resources 
Commission regarding pollution 
of the Huron River and a 
$1,500,000 water bond issue to 
finance completion of Huron 
Township's water system. 

The committee after hearing 
evidence and study of the re- 
quests recommended to the 
Ways and Means Committee of 
the Board of Supervisors that 
the County pledge its faith and 
credit in aiding the financing 
of the three bond issues. 

The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee gave its approval Dec. 
27. When the county gives its 
faith and credit the three local 
communities can finance the 
proposed bond Issues at the 
lowest interest rate available. 

On the Flat Rock-Huron- 
Sumpter -Sanitary Sewer In- 
terceptor to be financed by 
$1,050,000 in Metropolitan 
Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 
System Bonds, supplemented by 
a federal grant of $452,230 and 


by an additional $73,080 from the 
Huron Clinton Metropolitan Au- 
thority, the breakdown In esti- 
mated costs to the three areas 
is as follows; City of Flat Rock, 
$116,939; Huron Township, 
$701,631; and Sumpter Town- 
ship, $158,350. 

• • • 

THE FINANCIAL consultant 
for Huron Township, Shannon 
and Company, reported to the 
committee that in its opinion 
the Township will be able to 
finance approximately 
$5,500,000 of sewer and water 
bond issues and no loss will 
be incurred by the County in 
pledging its faith and credit. 

The total new debt that will 
be incurred by Huron Township 
for water and sewer purposes 
will not exceed a total tax levy 
of 12-1/2 mills, 6-1/2 mills 
above existing tax levies, with 
the maximum levy reached In 
1971 after which the levies 
rapidly decline, the firm stated. 

The bond counsel also told the 
committee that the property 
owners in Huron Township can 
assume the added mlllage that 
will be required to service the 
proposed debt and still pay tax 
rates that are below the average 
for other Western Wayne Count* 
communities.

water bond Issues for Huron 
Township would create a fi- 
nancial risk for the County. 

The auditors stated that in 
their Judgment the risk to the 
County seemed excessive In 
pledging its faith and credit 
and recommended the County not 
support the bond issues. 

The Health Department ad- 
vised the committee that the 
Township is under a “Cease 
and Desist Order" from the 
State Water Resources Com- 
mission for pollution of the 
Huron River. 

The Health Department of- 
ficials reported that it was 
“deeply concerned" with the 
serious health hazards of the 
area caused by septic tanks 
seeping into open ditches and 
the emptying of raw sewage into 
the Huron River. Building per- 
mits have been denied in the 
Township in the past, they dis- 
closed. 

Township officials reported 
to the committee that the resi- 
dents of the area are willing 
to shoulder the responsibility 
of the added mlllage in order 
to eliminate the health hazards 
and meet the state order. 

The full support of the com- 
munity is behind these bond 
issues they reported.

BIZEK REPORTED that both 
the industrial and residential 
growth of the township has been 
tremendous. 

Totals shown by the town- 
ship’s Building Department 
showed that 1967 was greater 
than any other previous year. 
Programs and plans currently 
on the drawing boards Indicate 
that 1968 industrial progress 
In the Township will exceed 
that of last year. 

On the 1968 agenda of gov- 
ernment programs in addition 
to Bizek’s support of the peti- 
tions for cltyhood, are the 
readying of plans for the con- 
struction of a new Municipal 
Building, setting up a Historical 
Commission to preserve the 
history of Romulus, acquisition 


of park sites and possible solu- 
tion of drainage problems. 

He pointed out that there are 
two methods on the building of 
a Municipal Building for the 
Township; create a Building 
Authority which would build the 
structure with funds from rev- 
enue bonds. Rents collected 
from the Township’s rental of 
the facilities would be used to 
pay off the bonds. When the 
bonds were paid off the building 
would revert to the city. Sec- 
ondly, its costs would be fi- 
nanced by voter approval of 
new mlllage. This was rejected 
last year.

IT IS the hope of township 
administration that a Master 
Storm Drain be approved and 
initiated In the new year. The 
proposed master drain would 
be built west of Inkster Road 
between Inkster and Middle- 
belt Roads, running In a south- 
erly direction and emptying In- 
to the Huron River, thenceonto 
Lake Erie, 

Most of the township's drains 
run east and southeast and then 
running into the Detroit River. 

Ditches in the area are in- 
adequate to do the Job of proper 
drainage, Bizek reported. The 
project would also Involve 
downriver cities. The benefits 
would far outstrip the costs. 


A new Master Plan for the 
Township Is another major aim. 
The 1961 master plan has been 
made obsolete by the huge ex- 
pansion of the Metro Airport. 

Steps toward preparation of 
a new Master Plan are sched- 
uled for discussion soon with 
the Planning Commission and 
Planning Consultants - Warlng- 
Johnson of Detroit, Bizek said.

Van Buren has become the 
"hottest” area In Wayne County 
and the new year will see this 
feeling grow.

DURING 1967 the Township 
had a boom In real estate activi- 
ties and this trend Is expected 
to continue throughout the 1968 
year, Toth reported. 

Some of the 1967 Improve- 
ments listed by the supervisor 
were the completion of the first 
phase of the Township' sewer 
program, a $2,760,000 pro- 
gram. tt was the most Impor- 
tant Item of the year he said. 
It opened sections of the Town- 
ship. Sanitary sewers are now 
being used on both sides of 
the road between Hannan and 
Beck Roads. 

The second $1,200,000 phase 
of the Township's sewer and 
water line program was Initiat- 
ed last year and is expected 
to be completed by the end of 
the new year. 

This project is along Ecorse 
Road between Hannan and Beck 
Roads. In addition the township 


has underway a program of 
water line extensions totaling 
some $700,000. 

IN 1967 residents saw the 
administrative offices of the 
Township move Into new 
$176,000 Water Board Admin- 
istration Building on Tyler Road 
near Quirk Road and the building 
of adequate warehouse space 
adjacent thereto. 

A new ordinance on rules and 
regulations for boating on Belle- 
ville Lake and the setting of 
maximum speeds at bridge ap- 
proaches, was adopted In 1967.

A proposed park on Tyler 
Road by the Van Buren Recrea- 
tion Department Is underway. 

Last year saw the first apart- 
ment project approved for con- 
struction in the township.

Taxpayers’ Beefs 
On Levies Growing 

A merican taxpayers have been a long-suffering, 
patient lot. As tax has been piled on top of tax, the 
revenue agents of government have collected the 
soaring levies from millions of conscientious citizens. 

The tax collecting system has worked amazingly well-- 
mainly on account of the voluntary cooperation of the 
people. But signs are growing that a limit has been 
reached. There is talk of a tax revolt. 

At the state level, property taxpayers are rebelling, 
and at the national level, the President’s proposed 
income tax increase has brought down a storm of 
protesting mail on the heads of harried Congressmen. 

Typical of the state of affairs at the local level is 
the action of Oregon farmers who are demanding tax 
relief and are withholding payment of property taxes. 

• * * 

ANOTHER INDICATION of taxpayer mood is the 
defeat of 275 bond issues over the country during the 
second quarter of 1967. Department of Commerce fig- 
ures show that taxes now take 28 cents out of each 
dollar of output. This is a new record, higher even 
than at the peak of World War II. Until now taxes have 
been something like the weather. You could talk about 
them but couldn’t do anything about them. We still can’t 
do anything about the weather except talk, but taxes 
are a horse of another color. 

The thing to remember is that when government 
spends excessively, we must pay, either in higher 
taxes or in inflation and a depreciated dollar.

YU LET IDE IN ENGLAND --the Christmas and New Year holidays are brightly 
observed in the United Kingdom too. ANP’s Bill Balogh lakes you right into the heart 
of London. England for a peek at the vividly lighted season’s greetings on London's 
famour Regent Street. 
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F rostbite is an important 
health hazard each winter 
In most parts of the coun- 
try. 

Today's Health, the magazine 
of the American Medical As- 
sociation, reports that true 
frostbite means that the tissues 
are frozen. Crystals of ice form 
between the cells. Nerves, mus- 
cles and blood vessel tissues 
are most susceptible. 

Frostbite can happen before 
you know it, and it isn’t nec- 
essary for the temperature to 
be excessively low. The wind 
plays an important role. 

The chilling effect of air at 
'20 degrees moving at 45 miles 
an hour is the same as 40- 
below-zero air on a still day. 

One of the dangers of frost- 
bite is that you often don’t 
feel it First thing you know 
is that someone else notices 
that your ear or nose is turning 
white. The frozen part becomes 
hard to touch and loses feeling. 
Many sports leaders advocate a 
buddy system for outdoor winter 
sports: two persons are paired 
off, each watching the other for 
signs of frostbite. 

To prevent frostbite, first 
be certain that you are properly 
dressed for the temperature. 
Avoid overexertion and exces- 
sive perspiration. Avoid contact 
of bare flesh with cold metal. 
Don’t drink alcohol or smoke. 

In first aid for frostbite, for- 
get the old saw about rubbing the 
affected part with snow, and also 
forget the completely invalid 
caution against rapid thawing. 


Also, don't massage or rub the 
frozen part. Don’t touch it at 
all. Begin rapid rewarming as 
soon as possible. A hot bath is 
excellent, but avoid scalding. 
Hot wet towels will help, 
changed frequently and applied 
gently. If no fire or hot water 
is at hand, place the patient 
in a sleeping bag, or cover with 



coats and bankets. Hot liquids 
will help raise body temper- 
ature. 

For any frostbite, even a mild 
case, prompt medical attention 
is important. The depth and de- 
gree of the frozen tissuecannot 
be readily ascertained, and the 
treatment will vary with the 
severity of the Injury. 

Dress properly and use com- 
mon sense about exposure in 
severe cold, and most cases of 
frostbite can be avoided.

TO THE EDITOR 

The Van Buren Township 
Board now faces the difficult 
task of considering the many 
requests for changes in the 
zoning which can have adverse 
effects on our Township for 
many years. However, with the 
proper consideration, It can be 
very effective in the growth of 
the Township. 

In 1965, the Van Buren Town- 
ship Board engaged profes- 
sional advice on controlled 
growth of the Township. This 
very comprehensive report and 
recommendations are available 
to the Township Board as well 
as any interested citizen. 

It is interesting to note that 
the professional planners have 
Identified the need for multiple 
dwelling units in Van Buren 
Township and recommended 
that a total of 285 acres be set 
aside for development within 
the next twenty years. 

♦ * ♦ 

IN CONTRAST to the pro- 
fessional planners' recommen- 
dation, however, the Township 
now has 340 acres rezoned 
for multiple dwellings and Is 
faced with the task of rezoning 
150 acres for McM Point as 
well as several other requests 
which are now under consider- 
ation. 

The 340 acres already re- 
zoned could very well result 
in increased population to our 
Township of as many as 5,000 
apartment units with a popu- 
lation explosion of 15,000 peo- 
ple. The most recent census 
indicates that we currently have 
9,500 people in the Township, 
so it is obvious that with the 
properties already rezoned 
multiple dwelling, it could al- 
most double requirements for 
schools. 

The professional planners 
have indicated in their develop- 
ment plan for the Township 
that multiple dwellings can cre- 
ate excellent tax base for the 
Township without the need for 
increased school facilities, 
however, this can only be ac- 
complished by controlling the 
type of apartments constructed 
which would attract young 
couples, elderly persons, or 
business or professional 
people. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

IT CERTAINLY Is obvious 
that our Township Board is 
faced with a major crisis. I 
am sure their decision will be 
based on the total effect on the 
Township rather than selfish 
interest of promoters and de- 
velopers anxious to construct 
high densit\ multiple dwellings 
without regard to the effect on 
the Township. 

The final rezoning for the Mc- 
M ullan property, which has been 
indicated will include as many 
as 2,000 apartments, rests with 
the Township Board. However, 
as citizens of Van Buren Town- 
ship, we have the final voice 
in the matter which can be put 
to the vote of the people through 
petition for referendum vote.

There are many ancient and 
modern rituals surrounding the 
observance of the Twelfth Night 
of Epiphany, January 6, which 
marks the end of the Christmas 
holiday season. 

Epiphany was first observed 
in memory of the baptism of 
Christ. It was first mentioned 
in A.D. 194 and by the 4th 
Century was a widely accepted 
holiday. Today, Epiphany has 
a three-fold meaning; the visit 
of the Wise men to Jesus; the 
baptism of Jesus; and the mir- 
acle of Cana when Jesus changed 
water to wine at the wedding 
feast. 

In 9th century England, King 
Alfred decreed that the Christ- 
mas season would Include 
Christmas day and the 12 days 
following. 

The Twelfth Night cake, along 
with the tradition of burning 
Christmas greenery on January 
6, . was in vogue when Charles 
II ascended the throne. 

Latin peoples regard Epiph- 
any as not only a solemn re- 
ligious festival but also the be- 
ginning of the pre-Lenten 
carnival season. Mexican ob- 
servance of Epiphany includes 
a march of the devout to the 
shrine of the miraculous Lord 
of Chaim a in a valley south- 
west of Mexico City. 

A January 6 ritual at Tar- 
pon Springs, Florida, Involves 
blessing of the Greek sponge 
divers and casting of a gold 
crucifix into the waters to sig- 
nify the baptism of Christ.

I did not think 
they would be very popular 
because they cost $1.50 each to 
make which is a huge sum of 
money for them to spend on 
one 'hing. 

However they were so well 
liked fer their many uses — 
to carry wet clothes, to carry 
to the market, to use like over- 


night bags, to carry school 
books, etc, -- that now not only 
are the girls from the 4-C 
clubs making them, but also 
others outside of the clubs. 

We have found that they can 
be sold for two or three times 
their cost! 

THE GIRLS plan to start their 
business by putting up an ex- 
hibition In the International Fair 
In December with some purses 
tor sale. If there seems to be a 
lot of lnterst, they will begin 
making the purses for a couple 
novelty shops and general stores 
In the capital of San Salvador. 

And maybe next year they will 
find their way to neighborhing 
countries, maybe even the 
United States! They would be 
excellent beach and traveling 
bags!

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High Cost of Getting Even 


S OME TIME AGO, I bought a little paperback 
book at the Wayne Book Store. It's title is 
“None of These Diseases,” and it was written 
by S. J. McMillen, M.D. I will have to admit that to 
me most medical books are as dry as dust and a 
couple of paragraphs go a long way. But this little 
book is so different that I have read it at least four 
times and will probably continue to browse through it. 
A most interesting and challenging book. 

If I were giving New Years wishes, one would be 
that each of our readers would read this little volume 
which is based on the premises that so-called modern 
medical science is, In some aspects, at least 4000 
years old. Many of our latter day discoveries were 
written about in the scriptures, known and used in the 
day of Moses, although in primitive form. 

It should be remembered that outside of the Israel- 
ites, most forms of early medical advice were based 
on superstition and witchcraft, while that contained in 
the scriptures is somewhat substantiated by present 
day science. A few examples; 

In Leviticus 13;46 we may read tne law of isolation 
pertaining to the leper: “All the days wherein the 
plague shall be in him he shall be defiled; he is 
unclean; he shall dwell alone; without the camp shall 
his habitation be. M 

Other historians credit the Bible for the dawning 
of a new era in the effective control of disease, and 
the laws against leprosy as the first model of a 
sanitary legislation. Reading from Deut. 23:12,13, we 


have early scriptural way of safely and effectively 
disposing of sewage. In Numbers 19: there are 
detailed instructions for handling the dead with 
medical safety so that there would be no danger of 
passing a disease on to others. These primitive 
measures consisted of frequent washings by those 
having contact with the dead, along with plenty of 
sunlight. I understand that even today, infections of 
the dreaded Staphylococcus can rise to epidemic 
proportions where hospitals do not have a sufficiently 
high standard of cleanliness. 

Of particular interest to me was a chapter entitled 
“The High Cost of Getting Even.” Dr. McMillen’s 
introduction of this chapter was based on an account 
of a trip to Yellowstone Park and a visit to a place 
where grizzly bears were fed. The party did not have 
to wait long before a grizzly came to a clearing 
where garbage had been placed to entice him. The 
guide told the party that this huge bear could whip any 
animal in the West with the possible exception of the 
buffalo or a Kodiak bear. 

That night* as the visitor sat watching, he noticed 
that there was only one animal the bear would allow 
to feed with him - a skunk. Certainly the bear could 
have easily won over the tiny skunk and most certainly 
he resented the skunk’s brazen impudence, but he left 
him strictly alone. Why? Because of the high cost of 
getting even. The grizzly was a smart customer, 
much smarter than many human beings who, filled 
with resentment and hatred against someone, brood 
and smoulder, not realizing that the high cost of getting

The deadline for filing is the 
first week of March In nearly 
all of the state’s local units 
of government 

Some senior citizens who 
died in 1966 failed to file In 
1967 because they were under 
the impression they need file 
only one time. They did not 
qualify for exemption on 1967 
taxes. 

THE LAW clearly states per- 
sons desiring to receive tax 
exemption are required to file 
each year during the proper 
period. They must file with the 
assessing officer in the local 
unit of government where their 
homestead is located. 

The responsibility for filing 
rests entirely with the senior 
clUzen applicant. Assesslngof- 
ficers are not required by law 
to notify prospective applicants 
of the filing period, although 
many of them do. 

There are seven eligibility 
requirements: Persons must be 
65 years of age on Dec. 31, 
1967 or prior to that date. Their 
gross income including gross 
income of Joint owners may not 
exceed $5,000 in 1967. They 
must own or be purchasing 
their homestead and must oc- 
cupy the homestead on which 
the tax exemption is claimed. 
They cannot own real property 
exceeding $10,000 state equal- 
ized value or $20,000 cash 
value. 

Under Michigan Assessing 
Laws, there figures are the 
same because assessments are 
supposed to be set at approxi- 
mately 50% of cash value. They 
must have been a resident of 
Michigan five out of the last 
10 years having actually re- 
sided in Michigan six months 
of each 12-month period In 
those five years. 

They are also required to 
file an affidavit during the peri- 
od between Dec. 31 and the 
first week of March every year. 

THE LAW exempts the al- 
located and voted ad valorem 
taxes on the first $2,500 of 
state equalized value.

Michigan's traffic deaths 
show a reduction In 1967 for 
the first time In six years, 
with the annual toll estimated 
at 2,075. This a decrease of 
221 or approximately 10 per 
cent from the record high of 
2,296 In 1966. 

This and other projections 
are Included In the annual round- 
up of State Police activities 
reported this week by CoL Fred- 
rick E. Davids, director. 

The accident total, projected 
at 295,500 and about 7,300 fewer 
than In 1966, will be reduced 
a second year In a row while 
the estimated Injury count of 
150,500 will show a decrease 
of about 6,100, the first annual 
drop In nine years. 

Combined casualitles — 
deaths and Injuries — also will 
show a reduction for the first 
time In nine years. 

State Police vehicles tra- 
veled about 23.4 million miles, 
with 13.6 million credited to 
traffic patrol. There were 
261,000 arrests for traffic of- 
fenses and 24,000 on criminal 
and other complaints, juvenile 
traffic offenders arrested 
totaled 8,600 while there were 
6,800 apprehensions of delin- 
quent and wayward minors.

PROBABLY THE most sig- 
nificant of the highlights In a 
very eventful year for the State 
Police was the start of opera- 
tions for the Michigan law en- 
forcement Information network.

THE DEATH total matched 
1964 for the highest loss In the 
1956-66 period while the injury 
and accident counts both were 
new highs. 

Michigan’s 90,877 fires In 
1966 claimed 297 lives, both 
totals being new high marks, 
and did an estimated $64.8 mil- 
lion damage, second worst pro- 
perty loss on record. The deaths 
were up 59 from the year before 
and Included 165 adults, three 
of them firemen, and 129 chil- 
dren. 

Not Included In the fa- 
tality count were 26 deaths at- 
tributed to fires which resulted 
from auto and plane crashes.

Township’s Fire Commis- 
sioner Joseph Hogan, who had 
been making a study of the new 
telephone answering service, 
was Instructed to go ahead with 
final plans and report back to 
the Township Board.

Despite a start les favor- 
able than last year, Michigan's 
winter resort owners need only 
cold weather to get things really 
booming. 

For more than half of Michi- 
gan's 83 winter resorts now 
have modern snow-making 
machines and aren’t dependent 
upon old-fashioned snow, ac- 
cording to an Automobile Club 
of Michigan survey. But owners 
do need the cooperation of the 
weather man, because snow 
machines can’t operate unless 
the temperature drops to 28 
degrees or lower. 

Jerry E. Fisher, Auto Club 
touring manager, pointed out 
that a year ago the season 
started In late November and 
resorts were able to retain the 
snow for most of the month 
of December. This year, by 
contrast, there have been only 
two weekends in December when 
skiing was possible In most 
Lower Peninsula resorts. 

If the weather cooperates 
from here on, resort owners 
still hope to have a good year, 
perhaps attracting some 
300,000 skiers by the time the 
winter fun season Is over In 
March. A good year could be 
in prospect despite the warm 
weather so far because the 
number of skiers Is Increasing 
each year, Fisher said.

D ramatic new challenges 
and opportunities in- 
volving law enforcement 
highlighted the year 1967 for the 
Attorney General’s office. 

“We created the nation’s first 
Organized Crime Division In an 
Attorney General’s office. Soon 
It became a model for other 
states, and in the fall It planned 
and coordinated a successful 
operation against a large scale 
organized crime ring in- 
volved In gambling, attempted 
murder and robbery. 

“The* new Division carried 
out numerous other Investiga- 
tions, some of which will be 
culminated In 1968, and It es- 
tablished effective liaison with 
federal and local agencies. 

“Three grand Juries peti- 
tioned for by this office con- 
cluded their activities this year: 
The Wayne and Oakland County 
grand Juries indicted several 
public officials and others, and 
the Kent County grand Jury 
Indicted a large number of In- 
dividuals Involved In an Illegal 
meat operation. 

“The year 1967 also saw this 
office conduct the only complete 
and comprehensive investi- 
gation In modern times of al- 
legations of wrongdoing In the 
State Highway Department. The 
Investigation report resulted In 
a complete revamping of High- 
way contract procedures In the 
public Interest. 

“In the fall, Governor Rom- 
ney and I petitioned the State 
Court of Appeals for a full 
scale grand Jury Investigation 
of allegations relating to the 
Highway Department. 

“During the year we devel- 
oped a seven-point anti-crime 
program which we are seeking 
to implement, including state 
aid for increased police sala- 
ries, shifting of non-essential 
police services, computerizing 
and automating the fight against 
crime, compensation for crime 
victims, and a massive edu- 
cation program In the school 
aimed at emphasizing law and 
order with our young peoDle. 

“This summer’s tragic civil 
disturbances and their after- 
math occupied a great deal of 
our time and attention. We are 
taking action to bring about the 
full achievement of civil rights 
while, at the same time, main- 
taining uncompromising law en- 
forcement. We are considering 
these two elements as Insep- 
arable twins if our state Is to 
maintain law and order. 

“One of the newer responsi- 
bilities in the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office is the supervision 
of charitable solicitations. We 
had a major success early this 
year when we broke a large 
charity racket In southeastern 
Michigan, put It out of busi- 
ness, and convicted Its leader 
on criminal charges. 

“In our continuing fight to 
protect Michigan’s natural re- 
sources we developed a four- 
state unified attack on pollu- 
tion In Lake Michigan. After 
many years, we reached a suc- 
cessful conclusion In 1967 of 
the water diversion case, thus 
protecting our Great Lakes 
from Illegal diversion. 

“One of our biggest and most 
gratifying successes this year 
was obtaining the largest anti- 
trust cash settlement In Mich- 
igan’s history, over a million 
Joilars, In a case In which we 
had alleged price- fixing In the 
sale of rock salt to the state. 
During the year we also com- 
menced a new anti-trust case 
relating to price fixing In the 
sale of school books, 

“We continued our national 
activities with the Attorneys 
General of other states, and I 
was honored this year by be- 
coming the first Michigan At- 
torney General to be elected 
President of the National As- 
sociation of Attorneys Generali* 


IN ADDITION to skiers, sev- 
eral hundred thousand more 
Ice fishermen, snowmobile en- 
thusiasts, festival-goers and 
Just plain sightseers are ex- 
pected to seek outdoor fun. 

Skiers and other resort visi- 
tors will find rates on the 
average only slightly higher 
than last year. At Mt. Holly, 
for example, prices on all fa- 
cilities have been raised 50 
cents, which means a ticket 
permitting use of all facilities 
costs $5 a day on Saturdays and 
Sundays and $ 4 a day for week- 
days. 

Since last winter season, ma- 
jor Improvements have been 
made at many centers, includ- 
ing new lodgings, slopes and 
multiplace lifts and additional 
chair lifts, snow machines, tows 
and other facilities. 

Skiers alone may spend some 
$30 million, an Increase of about 
$2 million over the 1966-67 
season when winter sports con- 
ditions were Ideal. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

WINTER SPORTS facilities 
range from modern to plush, 
with a price for every bud- 
get, Fisher pointed out. 

About half of Michigan’s 
sports centers have lighted 
slopes for night skiing. Seven 
have heated swimming pools, 
two have airplane landing 
strips, 43 offer meals and 26 
have cocktail lounges and bars. 
Many have dancing, entertain- 
ment and teen activities. 

Michigan’s total of ski re- 
sorts Is exceeded In the mid- 
west and east only by New York, 
which has 113, Fisher said. 

A great deal of winter sports 
action Is In western Michigan, 
where the 38 areas represent 
almost half the state's total. 
East Michigan has 1 8, the Upper 
Peninsula 15 and southeast 
Michigan 12. 

• • ♦ 

SKI CENTERS which made 
1967 debuts are Schuss Moun- 
tain, west of Mancelona In 
northwest lower Michigan, and 
Black Forest Ski Area, west 
of Port Huron In southeast 
Michigan. Snow Valley near 
Gaylord reopened under new 
management. Sugar Loaf Moun- 
tain near Traverse City has 
changed its name to Sugar Loaf 
Village and added a third chair 
lift with three new slopes. 

Ski facilities at Schuss in- 
clude eight ski slopes, snow- 
making equipment, two double 
chair lifts and trails. 

Black Forest, the other new- 
comer, offers seven slopes and 
rope tows, snow-making equip- 
ment, a sld shop with rentals 
and Instruction, lodging, and an 
adjacent restaurant and bar. 

West Michigan now has the 
biggest ski operation under one 
ownership In the country. 
Everett Klrcher, owner of the 


Boyne Highlands and Boyne 
Mountain resorts, has pur- 
chased two other large ski 
areas, Thunder Mountain and 
Wallon Hills. 

Klrcher estimates the four 
areas, all within 20 miles of 
Petoskey, will provide skiing 
tor more than 12,000 persons 
a day tills season. He predicts 
as many as 280,000 skiers will 
use them before the winter ends. 

Buses will transport skiers 
between the Boyne-owned ski 
areas. 

Caberfae, 16 miles west of 
Cadillac, has undergone a 
#300,000 expansion and Im- 
provement program which in- 
cludes addition of two Hall chair 
lifts and overhaul of Its 18 
electric rope tows. 

Cannonsburg ski area near 
Grand Rapids has added three 
new ski slopes, four more rope 
tows and expanded its snow- 
making equipment, 

More than $400,000 has been 
Invested In Crystal Mountain 
near Beulah to make this fa- 
cility among the best in western 
Michigan. It claims to have the 
longest chair lift in the mid- 
west, extending three-quarters 
of a mile at center, and four 
advanced slopes. New fa- 
cilities include an outdoor heated 
pool. 

Traverse City's “Fabulous 
Four” ski areas — Shanty 
Creek Lodge, Crystal Mountain, 
Traverse Holiday and Sugar 
Loaf Village — now offer low- 
price, mlddle-of-the-week ski- 
ing with lots of extras.

These reports must be sub- 
mitted during January each year 
by all aliens In the United States, 
with few exceptions. 

Forms on which to submit 
the reports are available at any 
Post Office or office of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Persons who are 
unable to pick up a form be- 
cause of illness, or other rea- 
sons, may have a relative or 
friend obtain a card for them. 

The card should be returned 
to one of these offices. Parents 
or guardians of aliens under 
fourteen years of age submit 
reports for such children.
